NOTE: The amendnnent raises new issues by changing the wording from 
product characteristics to a brand profile. A brand profile is futher limiting and 
more narrow in scope. A characteristic may be a product charactistic, but is not 
necessarily part of a brand profile. 

The amendment also raises new issues by specifically stating the placing 
of the attributes in an attribute class. The claim previously stated that the 
attribtes were merely classified. In the proposed amendment, the applicant now 
claims that the attributes are specifically placed within an attribute class. Placing 
the attributes in a class is further limiting the scope of the invention.
